\ FLYING CARPET’ 


The band of a master has depicted in prose 
the delights of travel by Bradshaw, and the 
same principle has been applied to the all 
e oracing atlas, It is a delightful way of 
j,arneping. You dispose with all the incon- 
veniences and impedimenta of ordicary travel. 
There ure no tickets, no loggage, no traios to 
edtch, or porters to tip. The world is your 
oyster: you can open it where and when yoo 
please. Entering the house of travel with 
key of imagination, you become the overlord 
of a wide domain, and from your autooratic 
shoulder slip those wretched barriers of time 
and place and porse which an inscratable 
Providence has decided to strap upon them. 
And there are other ways than Bradshaw or 
an atlas by which the grand tour can be 
arranged thos inexpensively and with satistac- 
tion. 

The other day | bought a copy of an annual 
publication, “The Angler's Diary or Fisher- 
man's Gazetteer, and so transported myssif to 
scenes and pleasures of which | williogly make 
any free. who care to follow my experiences. 
And here I would disclaim the title of philan- 
thropist, which is hardly consonant with that 
of passionate angler. No one can more strongly 
object to the fvolish loquaciousness which leads 
the fortanate fisherman to repeat to others 
the name of the place where he has discovered 
that almost extinct monster, the troat, or the 
soribendi cacoethes which drives the scribe to 
advertise in print some stream and village lying 
in deserved and gratefal obscority. ‘These inta 
mous tellows practise under the guise of bonho 
mie u treachery to the trout and tho e who 
wek him. They drag roral England to light, 
wd deface the “unspeakable rural solitudes 
with the sky signs of their blabbing. I hope 
that when I discover an “angling paradise,” as 
guidebooks lie, I shall be able to hold my 
tongue about it. Bat I now reveal what there 
is to reveal without compunction, and share 
my kingdom with the kindliest condescension. 
For, as @ fact, in that kingdom there is room 
for us all. It inoludes— to quote from the title- 
age the rivirs and lakes of the world.” 
And this was bow | got numbered amongst the 
slect. : 

Baying the volume was quite an ordinary 
affair. Nor was it strange that one should then 
walk along the street turning the leaves and 
dipping into the book, for the street is a very 
proper place for desultory reading, if no second. 
iand bookstall happens to fa'l handily. Bat, in 
urniug. the wonder occurred. At che secord dip, 
owards the end of the volume, something 
eemed to snap inside my bead (of cdurse 
on know the circomstance! It is always 
iappening to people in novels, and, therefore, 
resamably, in actual life)—and | was miles 
way, engaged in the one and only art or craft, 
uppy and contented. I had inadvertently 
wpped on to the fringe of a magic carpet, and 

ben whirled off to the place which, I suppose, 

nad mentioned to the condactor when I board- 
tthe affair, It was charmingly surprising, 
nce | had believed myself chained to London 
ud labour fur three more weary wonthr, and 
then condemned to a hasty fortnight at a wa- 
teing place within reach of the office. I had 
somehow thought that I could not afford a 
lorg journey, and 1 could have sworn that 
when I bad spoken to the chiet only that morn- 
ing bat there! The mistake must have been 
mine, as the scrprise most certainly was. 

At all events here one was, at Meiringen, in 
Switzerland, on the banks of the Konder, 
taking trout in the eddies with a sunk grass- 
hopper. Such an easy journey, such a simple 
trick. Any one else, coald do it jast as well. 
lad merely opened the book at random, and 
fond myself on s page of the “Switzerland” 
section (the plan of the volume is to give all 
kinds of information as to the “rivers and 
lakes of the world” ander the names of fishing 
stations, big and small, arranged according 
to countries in an alphabetical list). Glancing 
down it, the word Meiringen caoght the eye, 
not so mach by reason of the lameuted though 
prematore demise of Mr. Holmes, as because 
I had once spent two pleasant days there, and 
eating for lunch at a restaurant of the little 
town an excellent truite de riviére, had mildly 
wondered whether one orght not to have 
brought a rod to the Alps. So I read on, and 
found “Meiringen-on-Konder—-troat may be 
taken in the eddies with a sank grass hopper 
and there | was, the nine-foot green-heart 
bending under the planges of a balf-poander 
who fonght viciously to find safety aud break 
me, where the snow water roared away down 
to Brie z, before the net could be slipped 
onder him. Before I got to Meiringen, as a 
matter of fact, I had been down to Devonshire 
The blessed word “grasshoppers” took me 
there. No sooner did it catch my eye than | 
was egain on that exqaisite though most 
difficalt little stream which, running off the 
purple, pes ty moor, flowed through an uncle's 
woods whieh so encroached upon it that a 
wall nephew, clambering upstream pre 
ariously dn the boulders of the flood, might 

vil fish, a& I did, for two sommers before 
atching the first sizsable fish. These troat of 
Dartmoor were always small, and, though 
nomerons, of a strangely retiring habit, and 
to fishing was more diffi ut or osetal asa 
dicciplined apprenticeship. Old Beodyback 
—so we styled him the professional fisher. 
man, could always fill his basket. Bot he had 
the magician’s wand and habit, and still, | 
dovbt not, yanks them oat without ceremony, 
as one used to watch bim do, n the bappy 
hunting grounds to which be must long sir ce 


have been sommoned. Bat for others—even | 


with rare forture -a half-pounder to give a 
finish to the assortment. So mach did the word 
grass hopper for me. It took me back to 
Devon and Dartmoor and to the beautifal 
days the return of which is denied by the 
lying proverb. And then straight through to 
Meiringen in a flash of thought, a mere rustle 
of the carpst. And the net was just 
ander my half pounder on the edge of the snow 
water, a peasant was just mattering “Ach |” 
as be watched the struggle, when —bah | a 
stolid, solid brate had cannoned into me and 
knocked the book out of my hand- had 
shoved me off the carpet into the abomination 
of the swelteriog Strand. 

You may imagioe with how much eagerness 
I pressed the carpet the book under my 
arm, as I harried home that night, and with 
what gusto I locked myself into my study 
with it, after issuing a warning to the house- 
hold that I was going to New Zsaland, and 
must not be disturbed. How [ got on 
in New Zealand need not be set down, bat 
sport was fair, though the water at Rotorua 
was not in the best order. I came in the 
wrong month, and had only a tortnight to 
spare to the trip. Next night I did mach 
better with white trout in Ireland, and last 
Thursday I had the day of my life, between 
dressing for dinner and waiting for the gong, 
when | killed twenty fish weighing eleven 
pounds oa a certain river in Wales where ha!! 
that weight bad been my best basket in 
several years of fishing. 

| would not now be without my carpet for 
anything. It goes with ms everywhere. It 
takes up no more room than a sponge-bag, 
and is less dispensable. And all these trips 
have cost me bat eighteenpeoce in all, while | 
can rely on killing fsh.

ARAB MILLIONAIRE’S 
FUNERAL.

‘Choked by thousands of the followers of 
Mahomet, Arab and Malay, was the somewhat 


minaret cf the Mesjid rises from amid a row of 
mean looking native dwellings, and crammed 
were the portals and approaches to the bo use 
of prayer on Tuesday evening, when, as rich in 
years as in gold, Syed Mohamet bin Ahmed 
Alsagoff was laid to rest by the graves of h's 
patents.” Thos the “Singapore Free Press 
commences a description of the faneral of an 
Arab millionaire. After the ablations had 
been performed, and prayers said at the ela- 
borate residence of the dead Syed, the body 
was placed in the heavy looking simple teak 
coffin. Thon, preceded bya band of Malays 
chanting the usual submiesion to the “orders 
of God,” and tailed off by a throng of followers, 
the procession moved off. 

It was past 5.30 o'clock when the expectant 
crowds roand the Mo: que, now reinforced and of 
extraoidicary proportions, saw the bier turn the 
corner. It was covered with many coloured 
cloths, and upon it were the sword, stars and 
medal presented during his life-time to Syed 
Alsagoff. On either side were borne aloft fane- 
ral ombrellas, whore nrevailing tints were gold 
and red and green. To the Baropeau the 
proceedings in the Morque, though viewed in 
the light of most things Oriental of extreme 
simplicity, were absorbing. The air was hot 
with the closely packed forms of those in- 
side, while from the interior of the temple 
came the low mormars of prayer, the deep 
notes of the dram, and at times was wafted 
the odour of perfume Now the body was at 
the end of its jonrney it was relieved of 
much of its ceremonial coverings, and lay 
screened by a beaatifal qailt of heliotrope 
upon which was a tracery of white. 

The brief ceremony in the Mosque at an 
end, the body was removed and laid to rest 
in the mausoleum of the Alsagoffs adjoining 
the main building. As it was borne along 
those of the onlookers who wee able reve- 
rently touched the covering. A second or two 
passed and high up upon the temple turret, 
his fage turned towards the West, a solitary 
figare appeared, and the customary evening 
prayer was said at the setting of the sun. A 
fitting end to a memorable Mshometan fa- 
neral. A dollar was distributed to all those 
of the religion of the Prophet present—an 
interesting circamstance entailing an apprecia- 
ble disbursement. 


UNPROFITABLE MONOPOLIES. 


According to an (Moial American report, the 
cost of manofacturing the Government mono- 
polies of tobacco and matches in France leaves 
soch small profit as to amount to less than 
that received from the English oustom-house 
ot the duty levied on the tobscco imported 
into the United Kingdom.

TURKS IN MONTENEGRO. 


-EMARKABLR REGULATIONS. 


Extraordinary reports reach Vienna from 
Cetinje concerning the emigration of Tarks 
from Montenegro. Prince Nikolas has ordered 


eoldiers, that they shall at funerals observe 
the regulations of the sanitary police, -_ 
that their women shall go unveiled ab 
This last regalation has especially caused great 
anger among the Mohamedans in Dalcigno, 
Antivari, and Pargolta, where several thoa- 
sand families reside. It was the immediate 
cause of the emigration of several bundted 
families from Montenegro to Tarkey. As most 
of these men are landowners, the Prince has 
laid a heavy military tax upon all emigrants’ 
estates, and also levied an emigration tax 
which comprise all together such heavy de- 
mands upon the departing Turks as to equal 
the confiscation of their property. The reason 
for these severe measures is that two years 
ago the Sultan refaseito assist the Prince 
his continual pecuniary embarrassments by a 
loan, not repayable, of £60,000 (Turkish) 
Theee embarrassments arise from the dispro- | 
portionate outlay of the Court as compared | 
with the revenues of the country. Since Pre- 
mier Witte refused to continue the Montene- 
grin donation of 650,000 roubles both the 
regular battalions have been discharged and 
the men sent home. It is doubtfal whether 
the departure ot the Mohamedans will indace 
Rassia to come to the aid of Montenegro. It 
appears probable that Tarkish emigrants will 
settle again in their own country. It is 
rumoured that the Prince has an intention to 
sell two Montenegria harbours to some Earo- 
pean Power. 


INSANITY AMONGST IRISH- 
AMERICANS. 


don that the allegations as to this increase are 
well-founded. The figures, according to the 
Inspectors, show that the nomber of the 
registered insane in Ireland has for the last 
fifty years been steadily increasing. 

In 1851 the namber was 9,910. In 1901 it 
was 25,050. In the former year the population 
was 6,553,385, while in the latter year it had 
dwindled down to 4,458,715. From these figares 
it will be seen that the proportion of insane to 
the population is now 56.2 per 10,000, as 
compared with 15.2 per 10.000 of the popala- 
tion fifty years sgo. The Inspectors embody a 
remarkable statement in the report. They 
day 

“It is a curious fact, however, and one we 
fear of grave portent to the fatare of our race, 


amongst the Irish emigrants to America than 
amongst those who emigrate from other 
countries.” 

Ia support of this conclusion at which they 
arrive the Inspectors quote from an American 
official report on the last census taken in the 
United States, which has just been published. 
The quotation runs: — 

‘Ireland farnished only 15.6 per cent. of all 
foreign-born whites in the United States in 
1900, bat 29 per cent. of all foreign-born white 
insane enumerated in hospital on December 
31, 1903,” 

The figures for Germany, England, Italy, 
France, Sweden, and Denmark, and China, are 
then given, and Ireland by comparison is 
shown to hold an anenviable lead.
